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ORGANIZATION OF THE HOUSE ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEE 


t House or REPRESENTATIVES, 
— CommiTren ON ARMED SERVICES, 
Washington, D. C., Tuesday, January 8, 1957. 

The committee met at 11 a. m., Hon, Carl Vinson, chairman, pre- 
siding. 

The CHarrMan. Let the committee come to order. 

Members, of the committee, I congratulate each of you upon your 
election, both to the Congress and to this committee. 

Since this committee held its first meeting in January of 1947, it 
is perhaps proper to say that we are now observing our 10th birthday. 
During these past 10 years, the committee has carried a heavy respon- 
sibility, one which has increased with the passing vears. By the same 
token, the membership of the committee increased from 33 in the 80th 

Yongress to 37 at the beginning of the 84th Congress. The committee 
will continue to have 37 members in this Congress, and will continue 
to be the largest legislative committee in the entire Congress. 

We will continue to have 20 members representing the. majority 
and 17 representing the minority. 

Thirty-two of the members have been reelected to the committee. 
The five new merabers will undoubtedly be elected to the committee 
by the time of our next meeting. At that time we will meet them 
and confirm their subcommittee assignments by appropriate amend- 
ment to Committee Resolution No. 1. 

It has been said that one of the greatest remunerations which comes 
from service in the Congress is the warm bond of friendship which we 
establish through knowing and working with each other. Those of 
us who have been here for some time fully appreciate the truth of that 
statement. And it is for that reason that we will all sincerely miss 
our 5 colleagues who have left the committee. Each of them, in his 
own way, made his full contribution to the success which this com- 
mittee has attained. 

Without lessening in any degree my feeling for each of our former 
members, I want to make particular reference to my friend, the dis- 
tinguished gentleman from Missouri, Mr. Short. For 8 of the 10 
years of this committee’s existence, Dewey and I sat side by side in 
this: committee rostrum. So, I know whereof I speak when I say 
that he was an able, sincere, and warmhearted man, with unquestioned 
dévotion to the work of this committee and the welfare of the Nation. 
Each and every member of the committee will miss him. 

The passing of events has now brought the gentleman from Illinois, 
Mr. Arends, to the position of ranking minority member. With all 
siticerity, | congratulate him on attaining this position of importance 
and responsibility. I assure him of my wholehearted cooperation, 
and I have no question in my mind but that I shall receive his. 
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Members of the’ committee, I know you realize that this committee 
has heavy responsibilities, But, at this opening meeting I want to 
stress this important fact. More than 60 cents out of every tax dollar 
will continue to be spent, directly or indirectly, in support of national 
defense. Much of this expenditure must first be authorized by this 
committee. The greater amount will not require any new authoriza- 
tion by this committee. However, in either case, the subject matter 
will be within the jurisdiction of this committee and we will, there- 
fore, have a continuing responsibility over all such matters. 

The international situation which confronts our Nation today, and 
the very nature of this committee’s jurisdiction, places a very heavy 
and serious responsibility on every member of the committee. There 
must be no hesitancy on the part of the members to meet that respon- 
sibility. 

On this committee there is no room for narrow or partisan con- 
siderations. Our sole objective is the defense of the Nation. Cer- 
tainly all of us hope that we can maintain an adequate national defense, 
and, at the same time, have national solvency. But, in any event, 
we must always have an adequate defense. 

At this time I cannot give you a precise outline of our legislative 
program. However, if past experience is any criteria, we will certainly 
have plenty of work to do. All of our work will be of much interest 
to the general public, and will be important to the national defense 
and to the morale and welfare of our military personnel. It will 
require the best efforts of all of us to give proper consideration to the 
committee’s business in a timely and intelligent manner. 

In this connection, I want to say something about the attendance 
of members to full committee and subcommittee meetings. Each 
of you has a responsibility to attend all meetings of the committee ot 
its subcommittees in accordance with your assignment. I urge you 
not to shirk that responsibility. 

Under the rules of the House, we are required to keep an accurate 
record of the business transacted by the committee. This includes 
a record of each member’s attendance. That record is a public record. 
It is available to the press upon request, except for matters involving 
national security. So the record which each of you will make is 
strictly a matter of personal responsibility. 

It is normal procedure at the beginning of each new Congress for 
the committee to be briefed on the overall military situation by appro- 
priate representatives of the Department of Defense. In view of the 
present international situation, and the rapid advancement in military 
weapons, such a briefing is particularly pertinent at this time. I have 
previously alerted the Department of Defense and the military depart- 
ments of this situation. Now that the committee has been formally 
organized, I will proceed to arrange a briefing at the very earliest 
practicable date. 

It will continue to be my policy to conduct a maximum amount 
of the committee’s business in open session. This policy will be 
varied only when security or other overriding considerations require 
executive session. 

I take this position because the people of this Nation are paying 
the bill. This is their country and we must inform them, to. the 
maximum extent consistent with national security, of the status of 
their Government. 
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Now, members of the committee, I want to say a word of caution’ 
in connection with classified or security information. I hope that 
no member will at any time impeach his own integrity or endanger 
the security of the Nation by improperly revealing classified informa- 
tion which is received in executive session and then see the same 
information published in local newspapers.or magazines. But. I 
want to stress that it is not within the responsibility or authority of 
this committee to either classify or declassify documents or informa- 
tion submitted to us under classification. If the Defense Establish- 
ment lapses into a policy which produces overclassification or improper 
classification, we should change the policy. But unless and until 
that is done, it shall be the policy of this committee to respect the 
classification. 

Now we proceed to the formal organization of the committee by the 
adoption of various committee resolutions that I desire to lay before 
the committee. 

I thank you. 

Mr. Arends. 

Mr. Arenps. Mr. Chairman, I suppose that the part of wisdom 
would be just to say “Amen” to the statement you have made here 
this morning. First, let me say that I want to pledge to you, as you 
mentioned in your statement, my wholehearted cooperation as the 
ranking minority member of this committee and I am sure that goes 
for all the other members on our side of the aisle. This is a nonpoliti- 
cal committee and we have held it as such. In that I think all of 
us take great pride. 

I could not help but mention and emphasize the point that you 
discussed about former members of this committee whom we all 
learned to respect and admire, because of our associations, and they 
have been splendid. I think during our period in Congress we ail 
like to move up on committees. That is natural. It takes a long 
time to do it. But certainly I express my own feelings in this regard 
in the matter of the man who sat to my right, Dewey Short; in that 
I do not in any way relish the idea of moving up on the committee 
at the expense of a great American like Dewey Short. But we are 
here now in a new Congress, with new vacancies to fill on our side, 

I want to say to you, Mr. Chairman, that I will cooperate with you 
in this whole matter as well as considering the requests and thoughts 
of the members on this side of the aisle and try to get a fine group on 
the committee—working individuals who will have im their heart and 
mind, the same hopes and aspirations for the committee, that we 
have entertained all during the past years. 

The Cuarrman. Thank you, Mr. Arends. I know I can rely en- 
tirely upon your wholehearted cooperation, not. oaly the ranking 
member of the minority, but of the entire membership of the minority. 
We sit here as a team. We have one objective and that is to do the 
very best we can for the common good of our great country. 

Now, Mr. Smart, Mr. Brooks offers the following resolution, No, 1 

Mr. Smart. Resolution No. 1 


Resolved, That the Armed Services Committee of the House of Representatives 
be organized to consist of three subcommittees to be known as Subcommittee 4, 
Subcommittee 2, and Subcommittee 3. Subcommittees 1 and 2 shall be composed 
of 13 members, 7 to represent the majority to be designated by the chairman and 
6 to represent the minority to be designated by the ranking minority member. 
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Subcommittee 3 shall consist of 12 members, 7 to represent the majority and 5 to 
represent the minority, as designated by the chairman and the ranking minority 
member respectively. The chairman of the committee and the ranking minority 
member shall serve as ex officio members of each subcommittee and shall have 
the right to vote and participate in all proceedings of the subcommittees. The 
next ranking majority member of each subcommittee shall serve as the vice 
chairman of said subcommittee. 

The subcommittees shall consider only such bills as are referred to them by the 
chairman of the full committee. 

Subcommittees shall meet on the call of the subcommittee chairmen.

The Cuarrman. Any remarks in reference to the resolution offered 
by the gentleman from Louisiana, Mr. Brooks? 

Mr. Van Zanvt. Mr. Chairman, could you indicate the responsi- 
bilities of the several committees? 

The CuarrmMan. Well, under the resolution the Chair has the 
authority to refer any bill to any one of the subcommittees. 

The policy has been to try to classify along matters of different 
nature, or subject matter. For instance, Mr. Brooks’ subcommittee 
deals mainly with personnel legislation. Isn’t that correct, Mr. Smart? 

Mr. Rivers. No. 

Mr. Smart. Yes, Mr. Chairman. The experience of the committee 
over the years produces a situation something like this. About 70 
percent of the committee’s activities, legislative and otherwise, is in 
the field of personnel, either the active duty establishment, the reserve 
establishment, or related matters. The remaining, approximately 25 
to 30 percent, comes in the field of materiel, or things, as contrasted to 
people. Therefore, Subcommittees Nos. 1 and 2, while they have a 
nonfunctional designation, do, as a matter of practice, concern them- 
selves almost exclusively with the field of personnel. And Mr. 
Durham’s subcommittee, No. 3, deals almost exclusively with ma- 
teriel matters. 
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The CuarrMAn. Without objection, the resolution offered by the 
gentleman from Louisiana is agreed to. 

Now the Chair recognizes Mr. Kilday for offering Resolution No. 2 
and Resolution 3. 

Mr. Smart. Resolution No. 2. 

Resolved, That the following persons be and the same are hereby elected to the 
professional staff of the Committee on Armed Services, House of Representatives, 
pursuant and subject to Public Law 601 (79th Cong.), to fill the following posi- 
tions, respectively, it being understood that according to the provisions of this 
law, the chairman will fix the basic salary per annum:

Do you desire to adopt Resolution No. 2 or reject it? 

The CuarrMan. Any comments on the Resolution No. 2? 

Mr. Rrvers. Without objection. 

The Cuarrman. I want to take this opportunity to say this. I 
think we are indeed fortunate in having such a staff to assist us. I 
know of no committee in Congress that has a staff comparable to the 
staff of the Armed Services Committee. And I certainly trust that 
the committee throughout the years will continue to have the aid and 
assistance of these four learned and distinguished staff members. 

Mr. Smarr. In behalf of the staff, we sincerely thank you, Mr. 
Chairman. 

Mr. ArENDs. We accept that, Mr. Smart. 

The CHarrman. Without objection, Resolution No. 2 is agreed to. 

Now, Resolution No. 3. 

Mr. Smart. Resolution No. 3: 

Resolved, That the following persons be and the same are hereby elected to the 
clerical staff of the Committee on Armed Services, House of Representatives, 
pursuant to and subject to Public Law 601 (79th Cong.), and the rules with 
amendments thereto (84th Cong.), to fill the following positions, respectively, it 
bring understood that according to the provisions of this law, the chairman shall 
fix the basic salary per annum:

And I would like for all of them to stand so the 
committee can see them, all back there. Rise, young ladies.

The CuarrMan. Without objection 

Mr. Brooks. Mr. Chairman, I think you ought to say also that 
they are the best looking group of secretaries, too. 

The CuarrMan. They are. 

[Further applause.] 

The CuarrMan. Without objection, Resolution No. 3 is agreed to. 

Now the Chair recognizes the distinguished gentleman from North 
Carolina, Mr. Durham, for the submission of Resolution No. 4. 














Mr. Smart. Resolution. No. 4: 


Resolved, That the Committee on Armed Services, House of Representatives, 
adopt the following rules governing the procedure for the committee: 

1. The Committee on Armed Services will meet every Tuesday at 10 a. m. and 
at such other times as may be fixed by the chairman or by the written request of 
a majority of the members of the committee. 

2. A Tuesday meeting of the committee may be dispensed with by the chair- 
man, but such action may be reversed by a written request of a majority of the 
members. 

3. No general proxies may be used for any purpose. A member may vote by 
special proxy, which must be in writing, dated, signed by the member, and clearly 
identify the member to whom the proxy is given. The proxy must be filed with 
the chief counsel of the committee and must identify the particular bill or resolu- 
tion and amendments thereto, motion, or other specific matter under considera- 
tion. A proxy may not be used for the purpose of establishing a quorum. A 
proxy may be used in subcommittee or in full committee. 

4. No measure or recommendation shall be reported or tabled by the committee 
unless a majority of the committee is actually present. 

5. A rolicall of the members may be had upon the request of three or more 
members. 

6. The chairman shall have authority to refer all bills, resolutions, or other 
matters to any and all subcommittees or to the full committee. A subcommittee 
to which a bill, resolution, or other matter has been referred shall proceed with all 
possible diligence, if a majority of a quorum so directs, with appropriate inquiry 
and report its findings and recommendations to the full committee, but the chair- 
man of the full committee shall have authority to discharge a subcommittee from 
consideration of any bill, resolution, or other matter referred thereto and have 
such measure or matter considered by the full committee. A majority vote of a 
quorum of a subcommittee will be required to report a bill, resolution, or other 
matter to the full committee or to table any such measure or matter in the sub- 
committee. 

7. The chairman and the ranking minority member shall serve as ex officio 
members of all subcommittees and shall have the right to vote on all matters 
before the subcommittees. 

8. Any member of the full committee may have the privilege of sitting with 
any subcommittee during its: hearings or deliberations and participate therein 
but shall not have the authority to vote at such hearings or deliberations unless 
a member of such subcommittee. 

9. Reports and recommendations of a subcommittee shall not be considered by 
the full committee until after the interventions of 3 calendar days from the 
time the report is submitted and printed hearings thereon are available to the 
members, except that this rule may be waived by a two-thirds vote of a quorum 
of the committee. 

10. Bills will be taken up for hearing only when called by the chairman of the 
committee or subcommittee, or by a majority of a quorum of the committee or 
subcommittee. A majority of the committee or subcommittee shall constitute a 
quorum. 

11. When a witness is before the committee, members of the committee may 
put questions to the witness only when they have been recognized by the chair- 
man for that purpose. 

12. Members of the committee will have not to exceed 10 minutes to question 
witnesses, except that this rule may be waived in the discretion of the chairman. 

15. Questions put to witnesses before the committee shall be pertinent to the 
bill or other subject matter that may be before the committee for consideration. 

14. The time any one member may address the committee on any bill, motion, 
or other matter under consideration by the committee will be limited to 10 minutes, 
and then only when he has been recognized by the chairman, except that this 
time limit may be waived in the discretion of the chairman. 

15. No private bill will be reported by the committee if there are two or more 
dissenting votes. Private bills so rejected by the committee will not be 
reconsidered during the same Congress unless new evidence sufficient to justify 
a new hearing has been presented to the Congress. 

16. Except as otherwise specified, the Rules of the House will govern the 
procedure of the committee when it is in session. 


These. are precisely the same rules as governed the committee in 
the 84th Congress. 
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The CuainMan. Now, as Mr. Smart, has just stated, these are. the 
identical rules which we have operated under. As a matter of fact, 
I think they are practically the same rules that have been in force 
ever since the,committee was first created. 

The Congress thinks so well of these rules that other committees 
have practically adopted them in their entirety. 

So, I think they are fair to the minority and fair to the majority, 
and a fair, orderly procedure for the conduct of our business. 

Without objection, the rules are agreed to. 

Mr. Coxsz. Mr. Chairman. 

The CaarrMan. Mr. Cole. 

Mr. Coxe. Since these rules are the ones that have been used by the 
committee in the past, the question which arose in my mind as they 
were read this morning loses its strength and that is with respect to 
the first item, concerning the calling of a committee at the written 
request of members of the committee. The rule provides that the 
number of members must constitute a majority of the members. 
This seems to me to be a rather—— 

The CHarrMan. How does it read? Read it there. What do we 
say? 

“Mr. Cour. A meeting must be called by the chairman at the written 
request of a majority of the members. It seems to me that the more 
logical number should be somewhat less than a majority. If a sub- 
stantial number of the members of the committee feel that a meeting 
should be called, even though the chairman may think otherwise, it 
would seem to me that it would be the duty of the Chair to call one 
and not require a full majority of the committee to join in the request 
for a meeting. However, if that has been the rule in the past, why 
I won’t press it, but I think it would be more in keeping with our 
philosophy if perhaps a third of the members of the committee feel 
a meeting should be called and would indicate so in writing, that it 
would be sufficient basis. 

The Cuarrman. Well, for the time being, I suggest we follow the 
same rules that have been working so well in the past. As long as I 
am chairman, there will'never be any trouble about having the com- 
mittee meetings. As a matter of fact, 1 want more meetings than 
probabiy the “ommittee desires to do so, and there has never been 
any hesitancy on my part to keep the committee fully informed of 
everything that goes on. As I said, we all have the same objective, 
to make a good record and do the best we can for the country. 

Mr. Coun. Let me simply ask this question, Mr. Smart: Has it 
always been the requirement of the majority to join in a written 
request for call of the meeting? 

Mr. Smarr. For the past three Congresses, Mr. Cole, 82d, 83d, 
and 84th, the rule has been identical. 

The CuarrMan. Identically the same. 

Mr. Coxe. It hasn’t always been the same. 

The CHAIRMAN. Well, almost since the committee was formed. 
The committee is only 10 years old. The last 3 Congresses are 6 
years. And these are identical. Now, the only change we made 
was suggested by Mr. Cole 2 years ago, and that was with reference 
to having 3 members demand a rolleall instead of 1 member. That 
is the only change that has been made for a long time. 

Mr. Coun. Very well. 

The CHAtRMAN. Without objection, the rule is agreed to. 
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Now, I recognize the distinguished gentleman from Louisiana, 
Mr. Hébert, for the offering of a resolution. 
Mr. Smart. Resolution No. 5: 


Resolved, That the House Committee on Armed Services shall have a special 
investigating subcommittee, the size and membership of which shall be deter- 
mined by the chairman. The members chosen from the majority shall be selected 
by the chairman; and those from the minority shall be upon recommendation of 
the ranking minority member of the full committee; be it further 

Resolved, That the chairman is authorized to prepare and introduce appropriate 
resolutions in the House of Representatives for the accomplishment of this purpose; 
be it further 

Resolved, That upon obtaining appropriate authority from the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the chairman of the full committee is authorized to designate a special 
counsel to direct and coordinate professional activities of the special investigating 
subcommittee; and that the chairman is authorized to select such additional staff 
personnel as may be required by the special investigating subcommittee, the sala- 
ries of each to be determined by the chairman of the full committee; be it further 

Resolved, That the authority of said subcommittee toconduct hearings and take 
testimony, authorized by resolution of the House, may be delegated by the chair- 
man of the subcommittee to one member of the majority and one member of the 
minority of said subcommittee who shall constitute a quorum of the subcommittee 
at all times; be it further 

Resolved, That should the need therefor be required, alternate members may be 
chosen in the same manner as permanent members, for a limited time or for a 
specific subject; be it further 

Resolved, That the chairman of the full committee, at such times and for such 
purposes as he may deem advisable in the interest of committee business, is author- 
ized to appoint additional specific subcommittees for the purpose of investigating 
specifie subjects and that such special subcommittees, when appointed by the 
chairman, shall have such rights, prerogatives, and authority as the chairman of 
the full committee shall deem advisable, including the authority to set forth in any 
House resolution authorizing the committee to investigate and the use of such 
funds as may be made available through House resolution in support of the com- 
mittee’s investigations. 

The CHarrMan. Now, members of the committee, after consulta- 
tion with Mr. Arends, we have concluded that the size of the investi- 
gating committee should remain exactly as it is, 11. After further 
consultation with him, we have decided that when the formal resolu- 
tion has been approved by the Congress, the personnel of the com- 
mittee will remain exactly as it is, as the present members were all 
reelected, with one exception. 

As to the staff, the authority is given me in the resolution to name 
the staff. When the resolution has been agreed to by the House, I 
will ask that.the staff in its entirety be the same as it is now. 

In other words, Mr. Hébert’s subcommittee will be re-created just 
like it was during the 84th Congress. 

Any objection or any comments? 

(No comments.) 

The CrarrmMan. Without objection, the resolution is agreed to. 

Now, the Chair recognizes the distinguished gentleman from South 
Carolina, Mr. Rivers, who offers the following resolution. 

Mr. Smarr. Resolution No. 6: 

Resolved, That the House Committee on Armed Services shall have a Sub- 
committee for Real Estate and Construction, the size and membership of which 
shall be determined by the chairman. 

The CuarrMan. It is highly essential and necessary that we have 
this subcommittee, and if this resolution is agreed to, I will ask the 
five members that are on it now, and Mr. Philbin and, after consulta- 
tion with Mr. Arends, Mr. Bray, to become members of that sub- 
committee. 
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Without objection, we are establishing the Rivers subcommittee. 
And read off the names of the Rivers subcommittee. 

Mr. Smarr. Mr. Rivers, chairman, Mr. Fisher, Mr. Hardy, and 
Mr. Philbin, for the majority; and Mr. Cunningham, Mr. Bates, and 
Mr. Bray, for the minority. 

The CuarrmMan. Now, members of the committee, these resolutions, 
by their adoption, formally organize this committee. 

Now, the next business before us is for the introduction, of some 
bills that have been sent by the Department for our consideration. 

Mr. Smarr. We have the following departmental bills for introduc- 
tion, Mr. Chairman: A bill to increase the number of cadets that the 
President may personally select for appointment to the United States 
Military Academy and the United States Air Force Academy. 

Mr. Chairman, you have suggested that. Mr. Durham introduce 
this bill, if it is agreeable with him. Is that agreeable to you, Mr. 
Durham? 

The CuarrMan. Oh, yes; it is. 

Mr. Smarr. The second bill. A bill to improve the career oppor- 
tunities of nurses and medical specialists of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force. Mr. Kilday. 

A bill to authorize the appointment of an assistant chaplain at the 
United States Military Academy to fix the compensation of civilian 
clergymen appointed as chaplains and assistant chaplain thereof and 
for other purposes. Mr, Kilday. 

A bill to authorize the commandant of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s School to award appropriate degrees and credit. Mr. Brooks. 

A bill to further amend and make permanent the Missing Persons 
Act as amended. Mr. Brooks, 

A bill to define service as a member of the Women’s Auxiliary Corps 
as active service under certain conditions. Mr. Brooks. 

Three of these bills are repetitive from the last Congress. 

The CuartrMan. Now these are departmental bills, just received 
this morning. 

Now, I want to say this to the committee. I hope—I am going to 
try to give every member of the committee, irrespective of party, 
bills to introduce. I want every member to take an active part in 
all phases of the committee work. And I will always try to assign 
bills to members of their committee, so they will have the subject 
matter under their consideration. 

Now, of course, we have the inauguration on the 21st. Now is the 
pleasure of the committee to have the briefing commence next week 
or wait until after the inauguration? 

What do you say, Mr. Arends? 

Mr. Arenps. I think it would be better after the inauguration, 
Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Smart. We have somewhat of a conflict in view of the fact 
that the House Foreign Affairs Committee has now started its hearings 
on the resolution for the Mideast. 

The CuairMan. That is right. 

Mr. Smarr. Admiral Radford and other witnesses who would un- 
doubtedly be required here for a proper briefing of this committee are 
going to be tied up probably for 10 days. 

The CuatrmMan. Now what day of the week is the inauguration? 

Mr. Smart. The 21st. 
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The Cuatrman. Then suppose you set down with the Department— 
now on the 23d I understand the committee is going to be invited by 
the Secretary for a breakfast. Why not commence it on the 24th of 
January, the briefing? 

Mr. Smarr. Allright. Is that satisfactory? 

Mr. Arenbs. Yes. 

The Cuarrman. Well, now, members of the committee, is there 
any matter that any one of you want to bring to the attention of the 
committee? 

Mr. Brooks. Now that briefing—will it be concluded in 1 day, 
would you say? 

The Cuarrman. I think it would take 2 or 3 days because we would 
have to have each department come up separately. And no doubt 
we are not going to be very busy for the next 2 or 3 weeks. 

Mr. Brooks. What day is that, then, to begin the briefing? 

Mr. Smarr. Thursday. 

Mr. Brooxs. Thursday? 

Mr. Smarr. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Brooks. So you will figure on finishing Thursday and Friday? 

The Cuarrman. No, it will probably go into the whole week. 

Mr. Brooks. Why not make it the following week? 

The Cuarrman. If you want to make it the following week, it will 
be all right with me, just so the committee can get the information. 

Mr. Brooks. If you started it at the end of the week, some of the 
members may be away for the weekend. 

The Cuatrman. Well, what would be the first day of next week? 

Mr. Smart. The 28th, as I calculate. 

The Cuarrman. Bob, will you advise the Department to be ready, 
then, on what date? 

Mr. Smarr. January 28, Monday. 

The CuarrmMan. January 28. 

Mr. Arenpbs. Mr. Chairman, I would just like to throw up here the 
possibility of there being some legislation up here at the end of Jan- 
vary. I am not sure, as I have not discussed it. If we start it on 
Thursday, it would permit us to go through Thursday and Friday 
both, if it would not inconvenience the members. And then the 
next week a resolution, say, from the Foreign Affairs Committee, might 
make us very busy that week. 

The Cuarrman. Anyhow, we can only sit while the House is not in 
session. 

Mr. Arenps. That is right. 

The Cuatrrman. Members of the committee, if there is nothing 
further, we will take a recess— 

Mr. Smart. Mr. Chairman, what date was settled upon? 

The Cuatrman. The 28th. 

Now, General Houk, I wish you would state to the committee—the 
general has been detailed to coordinate all liaison work—isn’t that 
correct? 

General Howck. Yes, sir; Mr. Chairman. 

The Cuairman. General Kelly. 

General Kruiy. Yes, sir. 

The CaarrmMan. Now, General Kelly is with the Air Force. Who 
is here from the Navy? Anyone from the Navy? 

Captain Harrison. Captain Harrison. 
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The CuarrmMan. Captain Harrison. 

Now, who is here from the Marine Corps? 

Mr. Smart. The Navy. 

The CuarrMan. What? 

Mr. Smart, The Navy. [Laughter.] 

The CuarrMan. The Navy. 

Well, members of the committee, I know of no further business to 
come before us 

Mr. Van Zanpt. Mr. Chairman. 

The CuarrmMan. Who is here from the Army? 

Colonel Barkin, I am, sir. Colonel Barkin is my name, 

The Cuarrman. Now, you know all the liaison officers. 

Mr. Van Zanpr. Mr. Chairman, would you give us a rundown on 
your crops this year before we adjourn. 

The CuarrmMan. My political crop was bearing fruit. [Laughter.] 

We will take a recess to the call of the Chair.
